ernor snd treasurer decided to hold no
meeting until tomorrow

The representatives of the various mil-
roads were heard yenterday and It Is possi-
ble they bave pressnted all the case they
intend to. No one has yet appeared to of-
fer evidence contradictory to the raflroad
argument and so far a# known no ona has
signified any infention of appearing before
tha hoard

But whether the peopla appear or nol,
the board intends to study the railroad re-
turna carefully with a view of doing jus-
ties to all and Injusties to none. At loast
that seems to be the spirit according 1o the
stataments of the members. While the ar-
guments offered by the raflroads ware good
from the rallroad polat of view, there has
besns no indleation that they wers convin-
eing. The board, so Governor Mickey sald,
jatended at all times to be ready to bear
talka from any one concernsd, to the end
that as much light as posaible would be
thrown on this much mooted tax guestion
and that right might be done

Whether the taxes paid by the mil-
roads last year include any sum for a
franchise: how to get at the value of the
franchise: the valus of stocks and bonds,
will be some of the prapositions that will
he seriously considered by the board.
Treasurer Mortensen, while he intends to
lonk into ths matter thoroughly, is cer-
taloly in favor of increasing the assess-
ment of rallroad property. At the session
resterday Governor Mlckey showed a par-
ticularly Inquiring mind and asked many
questions that would throw some light on
tha franchiss question. The governor
thoroughly realizes the responaibliity rest-
ing upon the board and has Indicated that
he Intends to do all In his power to get all
the facts before the board.

Mr. Crandon, representing the Northwest-
ern, In his talk yesterday, sald ha favorsd
the taxing of rallroad franchises but he
belleved that this had been doms in the
sssesament made by the board last year
Whether the board will take this same view
of the matter Is, of courss, unknown at
this time,

Damage from HRecent Storm.

It is impossible at thiz date to give an
exact analysis or to state definitely the
amount of injury sustained by crops In
Nebraska from the storm of April 28 and 2,
The temperature averaged during the storm
and immediately after about 3 degreca
above gero, The precipitation ranged from
0.2 Inch in the extreme north cenlral part
of the state to 0.40 Inch in the southwestern
portion and 1.40 inch In the eastern coun-
ties. At Lincoln and a considerable dis-
tance west there was about 176 inch pre-
cipitation. Iz the north central portions
It took the form of sleet, while in the Ioglh
central and eastern rtions It wns sniw
preceded by raln. gronnd was_frozen
siightly In almost all portions. In the
western countles small smln is sown for
hay and the storm injured wheat. cats, elc,,
by freesing the tops, which will make it
ogorur. thereby making It of little value
for hay. We have found by personal ob.

small grain and planting late corn instsad,
Uniess the in Is frosted to & great ex-
tent no serious damage will result. as It
will prevent It from growing rank and
allow all the +vitality to g0 to the grain
proper.
